Bleat courage,

though tic*,- in his behavior 
And. 
because he is primarily a civilian In 
outlook, he has not allowed himself 
to observe fully what we call m ili­ 
tary courtesy. 
"Borne men .serin to have an im­ 
pression that a display of respect 
for an officer is an admission of in­ 
tellect ual or social inferiority. 
“T hat attitude of mind does not 
exist in combat units, where there 
is particularly healthy relationship 
between officers and men. but it is 
noticeable in rear echelon troops 
In short, the American Is not a good 
parade ground soldier, and he has 
no apDarent desire to br considered 
one 
Rather he prefers to show 
his individuality to an extent which 
Is not conducive to good discipline. 
Better Than Germans 
"As a fighting man the American 
soldier lias a very fine record. 
I 
have watched famoas battle-tried 
divisions and ‘green’ divisions in 
action against the Germans, and I 
have been most impressed with the 
courage, 
endurance, 
and 
tenacity 
which they have displayed. 
‘ Hie American has shown I Ila I Ii** 
is more than a in atoll for the Ger­ 
mans. 
He likes to be told what the 
action is all about and likes to be 
made to feel that he Us som ething 
far more important than a small 
cog In a very large m achine. When 
those conditions have been satisfied, 
lie attacks with a spirit which elim i­ 
nates the possibility of defeat from 
his mind
